Whereas, by an Act of the Imperial Parliament, passed in the gytli year of His present 
Majesty’s reign, for the regulation of the.levying Tolls at I'airs, Markets and Posts in Ireland, 
it is, amongst other things, enacted, that from and after the first day of July l8l8, all persons 
collecting customs, tolls or duties, or claiming the same, at any fair, market or port in 
Ireland, shall erect, affix and keep up, during the whole continuance of such fair or market, 
in some conspicuous place, at each principal entrance of the same, and the principal quay 
or landing place at each port, a painted board, having thereon a schedule, in large and legible 
characters, specifying distinctly the custom, toll or duty claimed on each and every article 
or thing sold at such fair or market, or landed at such port, and the names of the persons 
collecting the same, and of the person or persons or corporation claiming right to the same, 
so that such boards may be referred to and examined by all persons desirous of so doing. 
And it is thereby further enacted, that every person who shall attempt to collect or levy any 
custom, toll or duty, without having previously erected such boards as aforesaid, or without 
having kept up the same as aforesaid, shall for every custom, toll or duty which he shall 
attempt to collect or levy, either in money or kind, not being specified on such boards as 
aforesaid, or at a time when such board shall not be up as aforesaid, forfeit for every 
such offence the sum of 40 «. to any person suing for the same, with such remedies for 
recovery of said penalties as in said Act set forth. And whereas it was and is by 
said Act further enacted, that all persons or corporations claiming a right to levy any 
custom, toll or duty, at any fair or market or at any port in Ireland, shall and they are 
thereby required on or before the first day of July l8l8, to deliver unto the clerks of the 
peace of the county or city or town where such custom, toll or duty may be claimed, a sche- 
dule of the tolls or customs and duties claimed by such persons or corporations on every 
article sold at such fairs or market-places, or landed at such ports, and in default thereof, 
that it shall not be lawful for any such persons or corporations to levy any such custom, toll 
or duty, or any person for them ; and that such person or corporations, and all persons 
attempting to levy any custom, toll or duty for them, shall incur and forfeit such penalty or 
penalties as have been provided by law against all persons taking illegal tolls : and in as 
much as the corporation of the city of Dublin have not complied with the provisions of such 
Act in resoect of the markets hereafter mentioned, now, in obedience to the said Act, and 
as far as f am enabled or empowered by the said corporation of the city of Dublin to deliver 
in such schedule as is required hy said Act, do accordingly herewith and hereby deliver in 
a schedule of the tolls, customs and duties of the markets in Green-street, Halston-street, 
Petticoat-lane, and Mary’s-laue, in the city of Dublin, claimed by said corporation, as 
appears by the public proclamations of the lord mayor, copies whereof are in my possession ; 
and take notice that I make this return and delivery of said schedule, pursuant to said Act 
as aforesaid, in consequence of the neglect and refusal of said corporation as aforesaid, with- 
out, in any respect, withdrawing or prejudice of or to any notice of the 30th day of Decem- 
ber last, or any matter or thing therein contained, in as much as the said corporation have 
hitherto declined to comply with the terms of my said notice, and that I am not in the due 
and full receipt of the tolls and customs therein mentioned ; and I do hereby cal! upon and 
require the said corporation, in pursuance of said Act of Parliament, and for my protection, 
forthwith to erect and affix, in some conspicuous place at each principal entrance of the said 
markets, a painted board, having thereon such schedule as in said Act and hereinbefore 
mentioned, specifying distinctly the custom, toll or duty claimed on each and every article 
or thing sold at sai 3 markets, and the names of the collectors of same, and otherwise as 
required by said Act ; and if the same shall not be complied with by said corporation before 
the said ist day of July next, I will, in order to guard against and obviate the penalties of 
said Act, and as far as in my power to comply with the terras thereof, erect and affix and 
keep up to the utmost of my power during the whole continuance of said markets, as in said 
Act and hereinbefore mentioned, such painted board, having thereon the schedule therein 
and hereinbefore mentioned, for the purpose in said Act set forth ; and I require your answer 
in writing hereto on or before the 28th day of June instant. Dated and given under my 
band this 18th day of June 1818.

A Docket of the Customs of the Gates belonging to the City of Dublin. 

At a Post Assembly held at the Tholsel of the City of Dublin, on Monday the 13th day of 
June 1763, the following Order was conceived, relative to the undermentioned Docket, 
to wit : 



“ That from and after the 24th day of June 1763, all goods and merchandizes that are 
really the property of any freeman of this city, do pass, custom free, into and out of the 
city, provided sucti freeman do certify to the collectors of the customs, the quantity and 
quality of such goods, and that they are his property ; that if any freeman of this city shall 
presume, after the said 24th of June, to certify that any goods are his property Vvhich are 
actually the property of any other person not free of this city, in order to defraud this city, 
or their farmers, of the customs of such goods, such freeman to be proceeded against by the 
city agent, as Mr. Recorder shall advise, in order to his being disfranchised for such fraud 
and breach of oath.

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" And it is further ordered, that from and after the said 24th day of June, all raw hides 
going out of this city to any of the adjacent liberties to be tanned, shall be free from 
custom going out ; that bark going out of any of the adjacent liberties, to be made use of 
for tanning, shall likewise be free ; that all iron going out to the several mills near the city, 
to be manufactured, and returning into this city manufactured, shall be likewise free from 
custom ; that all salt, manufactured in Ireland, 'shall be free from any custom ; that all 
goods going to be manufactured, and the materials made use of therein, shall be free from 
custom, if uiey are to be returned to this city manufactured ; and that the committee be 
impowered to regulate the docket accordingly.”
